Consequently he never rode in a horse 
car or elevated train, never saw the Brook- 
lyn bridge, nor had he ever béen below 
Fourteenth street for the last twenty-five 
years. He was a thrifty, saving German, 
and worked as a barber when a young man, 
He invested his earnings in uptown prop- 
erty and its increased valuation made him 
rich. He was married three times, and 
with each of her stepmothers his daughter 
quarreled. As a result she became estranged 
from her father, and some time before his 
death brought suit against him for $10,000, 
and this caused her disinheritance. She 
got a judgment agaipst her father for a 
monthly allowance, but says it was never 
paid. 

Rudolph, the brother, ‘said: 

„I had no idea my sister would contest 
my father’s will. As to any undue influ- 
ence, I can only say that he made his will 
in 1898, and at that time he only left her 
$500. He had given her $600 before, which 
she still has. After he made the will he 
summoned our doctor and another doctor 
to examine him that they might be in a 
position to testify to his mental compe- 
tency. Now in 189%, after he had had the 
falling out with my sister, he deeded her 
before his death the four-story house in 
which she lives at present. It is worth

On March 10, 1878, he said: 

No man nor party nor the whole body of the people can add one dollar to 
the wealth of the country by legislation.” 

No amount of publishing which all the printing presses can do will create 
value or ‘make money.’ Legislation can take from the people money they 
have earned in the shape of taxes, it can obstruct trade by burdensome regu- 
lations until business is destroyed, but the most it can do for the benefit of the 
whole people is to let them alone and let them work out their own individual 


fortunes.“ 
In the matter of labor, no man wants work which he cannot get; no man 


earns money which he cannot collect.” 

“The most patent examples of legislation are the legal tender acts of 1862, the 
national banking act of 1864, the act repealing the convertibility clause of the 
legal tender act of 1865, the act making the bonds payable in coin of 1869, and the 
forced resumption act of 1865. No Democrat voted for any of these acts, and the 
party, in its conventions, and in Congress, has constantly protested against them. 
The act of 1873 dropping the silver dollar from the list of coinage was passed under 
the guise of a mint act, and a few Democrats were tricked into voting for it, but 
the act of 1874, making the silver dollar legal tender for & only, was a Republican 
caucus act, and for which no Democratic vote is recorded.

CHAMBERLAIN’S VISIT TO THE 


UNITED STATES, 


PAUNCEFOTE IS ABSENT. 


Nothing to Prevent the Colonial Sec-| 
retary From Settling the Vene- 
guelan question., 


LONDON, Sept. 5.—In spite of the offical 
ptaitements to the effect that the visit of the 
Becretary of the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, to the United States is a purely 
personal trip, it is learned that he will make 
a point of seeing Secretary Olney. The 
British Ambassador at Washington, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, is still in England, and 
therefore there is nothing to prevent Mr. 
Chamberlain from personally settling the 
Venezuelan question with Mr. Olney. 


The letter which appeared in the London 
Times on Wednesday last, written by Lord 
Colville of Culross, demonstrating against 
the alleged excessive speed of modern 
transatlantic steamships, attracted,and con- 
tinues to attract, considerable attention. 

It is stated that the attention of the Ad- 
miralty has been brought to the letter and 
that their lordships intend to take imme- 
diate. measures to! ulate the speed of 
steamships in the Sont and, according to 
a writer in the Scotsman, owing to repre- 
aeniations from that lacality, the Admiralty, 
a couple of years ago, induced the German 
—— to go slow throtgh Cowes Roads, 
owing to the risk incurred by the bathers 
and small craft. 

It is now alleged that the American liners 
go at full speed through Cowes Roads, and 
a member of Cowes urban council asserts 
that the wash of one of the American 
steamers broke across the esplanade at 
Cowes, invading a hotel facing the sea. He 
added that frequent complaints have been 
made on the subject to authorities, who 
claim that the requisite safety could be in- 
eured without adding more than a quarter 
of an hour to the length of the trans-At- 
lantic voyage. 

Inquiries made at the office here of the 
American line and the German lines show 
these statements to be utterly unfounded 
and evidently based on opposition to the 
foreign steamships themselves and not to 
their speed. At all the, offices it was dis- 
tinctly stated that the Atlantic steamers 
never go at full speed through Cowes 
Roads.

You say you want a little about the old 
soldiers. ell, my friends, the crisis which 
is approaching now, the question before the 
country now, appeals to the old soldier as 
much as it did in 1861. (Applause.) If 
the men in this country were willing to 
march out upon the fleld and to sustain a 
Government of the people and by the peo- 
ple, I want to know why they cannot give 
one day in the year, and that election day, 
to stand by the Government of the people 
and by the people still. (Applause and 
cheers.) My friends, I am not afraid that 
any man who risked his life in his nation’s 
behalf is going to be influenced: by the 
‘arguments that are addressed to the old 
soldiers now by the financiers who, during 
the war, were looking out for themselves 
and letting the soldier look out for himself. 
(Great applause.) I am not afraid that 
the men who were.willing at that time to 
endure the dangers of war because they 
believed that the black men should be free 
I am not afraid that these men are going 
to allow the hosts of the gold standard to 
enslave 70,000,000 of people, whites and 
blacks, in this country. (Great applause.) 

Let me give you two suggestions and 
then I shall close. “I want you to remember 
that the value of a dollar depends upon 
the number of doljars. I want you to“re- 
member that when you legislate in regard 
to the number of dollars that legislation 
will affect the value of dollars. This prin- 
ciple of monetary science is understood by 
our opponents because they have invoked 
legislation to destroy a part of the country’s 
money in order that they might enhance 
the rise of the country’s money, and when 
they tell you that you do not understand 
the questions of finance, you tell them that 
the man who talks money and ignores the 
law of supply and demand, which simply 
means that when we Umit money it makes 
t dear, tell him that when we open the 
mints we increase demand and it 
rises in price. In 1873, when we closed our 
mints, silver fell. When we stopped buy- 
ing silver in 1873, silver fell. 


Under bimetallism our laws will Dring de- 


mand into existence and that demand will 
fix the price of silver. We believe that 
the demand furnished by seventy millions 
of people is sufficient to use all the silver 
we can get into our mints. (Great ap- 
plause.) If that be true, there is no person 
in the world who will sell his silver for less 
than $1.20 an ounce, because by bringing 
it to our mints he can convert it into money 
for one dollar and use that money. 

They tell us that Mexico has failed to 
do so. Now, we canndét have all of the 
votes, my friends, but I am perfectly will- 
ing that the Republican ty shall have 
the vote of every mian who can look over 
the United States and then think that it 
is not any larger than Mexico. (Cheers and 
applause.) I am perfectly willing that a 
man that thinks the United States ia unable 
to accomplish anything which Mex- 
ico has failed to accomplish—I am willing 
that he should vote for the Republican 
ticket. (Great applause.) But if there is a 
man in this nation who believes that his 
nation, with ten times the pulation and 
seven times the area, and I don’t know how 
many times the commercial strength, who 
believes this nation can do what Mexſco 
cannot do, I may expect him to vote for 
our ticket, my friends. 

It is purely a question of supply and de- 
mand. If Mexico had been able, with other 
nations that are now using silver, to fur- 
nish a use for all the silver that would go 
to the Mexican mint, why she could have 
maintained the parity.

Why will you let men who are interested 
uniarily in having bonds issued by_ this 
ment, because the bonds are sold to 
them at enormous profits, why will you let 
those men decide whether bond issues are a 
g00d thing for the American people? (Ap- 
plause.) Why will you allow the presidents 
of the trusts and the attorneys for syndi- 
cates to decide if trusts and syndicates 
are good things for the American people? 
‘Applause. ) I want to ask you if the small 
business men who have been driven out of 
business by a trust; I want to ask you if the 
people who, having been deprived of the 
advantages of competition are made the 
prey of those who control the market—I 
want to ask you if they have not as good 
a right to judge of what is good for them 
as have the great corporations which have 
these things in their hands now and want 

to keep them there? (Great applause.) 


They say that we are arraigning one 
class of society against another. I deny it. 
But, my friends, if a burglar comes to my 
house I have a right to call all my family 
up to keep him out (Laughter), and it does 
not make me mad if, as he starts away, 
he turns around and shouts at me that I 
am trying to array my family against him. 
(Laughter and applause.) When men array 
themselves against society, society has a 
right to array itself against them. When 
syndicates try to run this government, th2 
people who are opposed to syndicates havea 
right to array themselves against them and 
no abuse that their agents can heap upon 
us, no names that they can call us, cun 
drive us from what we conceive to be not 
only our right, but our duty, to defend our 
homes and our firesides against their in- 
vaslon. (Great applause.) 

The success of the Chicago ticket is not 
dangerous to any man who wants to eat 
the bread that he earns. The success of the 
Chicago ticket is dangerous only to the 
mian who wants to eat the bread that some- 
body else earns. (Applause.) The principle 


that underlies this money question is a sim- 


ple one. It is so simple that there is not 
one person in this audience who need be 
gnorant of it. There is not one person in 
this audience who is not able to apply this 
money question to himself and know how 
his interests are affected. 

Some people ask. why did they demonetize 
silver? When did they do it? Why, my 
friends, they, demonetized it: because they 
did not want so much money in the world. 
Now, you say, why did they not demonetize 
gold instead of silver? There are two rea- 
sons. In the first place, there is a larger 


proportion of gold used in the arts, a larger 


proportion of the annual product of gold 
that is used in the arts, and, therefore, a 
less proportion of it is available for coin. 

Another thing. At that time the supply 
of silver was increasing, and therefore, by 
demonetizing silver they would leave gold 
as the only money that could replenish 
the currency of the world, and as they 
knew that the supply of gold available for 
coinage each year was not sufficient to 
keep pace with the ‘demand for money, 
they new that a gold standard would 
simply mean that a dollar should greatly 
rise in value. I believe that that is what 
was behind the demonetization of silver, 
but it was not known except to the few 
people who were manipulating the finances, 
and, my friends, I want you to remember 
this that the gold standard has never 
taken a step in the light, that the gold 
standard has never fought: a battle in an 
open field; and it is not fighting it this 
year. (Great applause.) 

Another thing, we are willing to fight the 
Republican party upon its platform and 
we are willing to fight anybody who opposes 
our position, and will come out and so state, 
and we will give to our opponents who ad- 
vocate what they believe all credit for hon- 
esty and sincerity of rpose, but, my 
friends, when a party, did the party at 
Indianapolis, puts up oné man for the pur- 
pose of electing another, we deny that those 
men can be any more honest in their desire 
for honest money than they were in politics 
in the past. (Applause.) The eonvention at 
Indianapolis was held in the interest of 
Republican success. (That's right.“) If 
they had had the courage that ought to 
follow conviction they would have indorsed 
Mr. McKinley, for whom they expect to 
vote. (Great applause.) 


THE EVENING SPEECH. 


An Enthusiastic Audience Listened to 
the Silver Orator. 


SCHLITZ PARK, MILWAUKEE, Wis., 
Sept. 5.—The meeting at Schlitz Park this 
evening, which was addressed by Mr. Wm. 
J. Bryan, so far as numbers and enthusiasm 
were concerned, was a great success, Mr. 
Bryan was announced to begin his ad- 
dress at 8 o’clock, and long before the hour 
tue galleries of the theater and the large 
auditorium were filled with thousands of 

eople unable to gain admission to the 

all. The stage contained a large number 
of ladies and distinguished citizens. Mr. 
Bryan was introduced by ex.-Gov. Peck of 
Wisconsin as Wm. J. Bryan, at present of 
Nebraska, but later of Washington, D. C.,“ 
and was extended a very warm ovation. 
When 15 was restored, Mr. Bryan 
spoke as follows: 

1 learned early in life that a public of- 
ficer was but a public servant and I think 
it is an idea which we ought always to bear 
in mind.

1 believe in the platform not because I 
stand upon it—I believe in it because it pre- 
sents doctrines which I believed in before 
they were written in that platform. (Great 
applause.) And I have reasons for the faith 
which is in me. It is true of every platform 
that it embraces a large number of subjects 
because at all times Government covers 
various questions, but it is also true that in 
an election there is generally one issue 
which rises above all other issues and 
which more than any other or all others 
engrosses the thoughts of the people and 
of the party. 

The citizen takes the paramount issue 
in any campaign, the thing which he thinks 
more important than other issues and by 
that paramount issue he determines his 
allegiance. 

In this campaign we have suffered some 
desertions. Why? Because our platform 
departing from what has some time been 
the custom, has been straight, clear and 
emphatic on the leading questions. (Ap- 
plause.) 

It is easy to hold all the members of the 
party together if your platform means 
nothing and people are willing to submit to 
platforms which may mean anything or 
nothing, according to construction; but 
whenever a party takes a firm position 
on any great question, it must expect that 
those who do not believe with the party 
will feel justified in leaving the party, pro- 
vided they can find somewhere else an ex- 
pression of their ideas. 


I say it must be expected. But, my friénds, 
we have reached a time when decided actiun 
is necessary. 

This money question which to-day over- 
shadows all other questions has been thrust 
upon the American people not so much by 
the advocates of free coinage as by the op- 
ponents of free coinage. (Applause.) 

What has brought it to the attention of 
the American people? As soon as the last 
campaign closed the moneyed interests of 
this country made a combired attack on 
what was known as the Sherman law. 
They demanded the reepeal of the pburchas- 
ing clause, and they based their attacks 
upon the platform of the Democratic party 
of 1892; but instead of attacking that plat- 
form as a whole, they picked out a part of 
a sentence and insisted upon enforcing a 
part of the platform, while ignoring tHe 
rest of the platform. (Applause.) 

The mocratic party denounced the 

Sherman law as a make-shift. What is a 
make-shift? Why, jt is a temporary expe- 
dient. It is a thing used until some better 
thing can be secured, and the very plank 
in the platform that declared in favor of 
the repeal of the make-shift asserted that 
we hold to the use of gold and silver as the 
standard money of the country and not 
that only, but that platform added that gold 
and silver be coined without discrimination 
against either metal, or charge for coin- 
ing. ( Applause.) There were certain quali- 
fying words, which followed, but those 
qualifying words did not destrby the dec- 
laration of the Democratic party for coin- 
age of. gold and silver upor equal terms, 
and yet the moneyed interests of this coun- 
try combined to attack the Sherman law 
and to secure its repeal and leaving in 
its place to furnish the money which the 
people need nothing. 


They said that the gold was going abroad 
and that if they repealed the Sherman law, 
gold would stop going abroad. After a 
struggle that has seldom been equaled, they 
succeeded in repealing the Sherman law 
without condition, and then what? Did gold 
stop going abroad? No, gold went abroad 
faster than before; and then what? Then 
they began to issue bonds to get enough 
gold to furnish<it to those who wanted to 
send it abroad, or who wanted to put it 
away in their vaults or wanted to makt an 
excuse for the issue of more bonds. (Ap- 
plause.) 

They issued $50,000,000 of bonds and then 
$50,000,000 more of bonds, and then the ad- 
ministration entered into what was known 
as the Rothschild contract. I call ur at- 
tention to the fact that while that — 
was made by a Democratic administration, 
it was supported by all the leading members 
of the Republican party. (Applause.) More 
than that, the Republican party, in conven- 
tion assembled, did not denounce or criti- 
cise that Rothschild contract. Why? Be- 
cause the men o wrote the Republican 
platform have always justified the Presi- 
dent’s conduct. 

Now, I want to say to you that tn my 
humble judgment that contract was the 
most infamous that was ever entered into 
by this nation. (Applause.) That con- 
tract at an enormous price employed certain 
financiers in New York and London to do 
what? To look after the Treasury and 
protect it. Do you know what it means 
when you employ a man to protect your 
Treasury? When you purchase his good 
will you confess that if you did not pur- 
chase it you would not get it. (Applause.) 
And when you buy it at a high price you ad- 
mit that his good will is very valuable to 
you. 

I want 
that if this nation is dependent upon the 
good will one banking firm in New York, 
and one nking firm in London, the very 
moment you confess ft, you put it in the 


ever they please for their good will towards 
this government. (Applause.) And I am 
not willing to admit that we have reached 
an extremity where it becomes necessary 
for us to purchase the good will of any 
syndicate, foreign or domestic. Applause.) 
More than that, I assert that more than 
70,000, of people in their majesty and 
strength have a government or should have 
a government which can not only live 
without the aid of these syndicates, but 
can live in spite of anything that these 
syndicates may do. (Continued applause.) 
I am not surprised that members of that 
Syndicate are opposed to the Democratic 
party (Applause). I am not surprised at all, 
because the Democratic party believes that 
this Government can get along without 
them; and more than that the Democratic 
party believes that if they imagine that they 
can injure this Government and dare to try 
it, I say the Democratic party believes that 
they ought to be treated like any other 
conspirators (Continued applause).

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THE CONDUIT BILLS. 

Mayor Walbridge must veto the Keyes 
and Sutter conduit bills before Tuesday, 
or they will become laws.

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County Fair, when @ young woman bal- 
loonist fell from the clouds to instant death, 
we ere told with melting pathos of the 
heart-rending grie® of the husband, and 
the emotions of the spectators, of the 
women who fainted and the strong men who 
sobbed aloud. The accident has been com- 
mented upon from various standpoints, 
chiefly that of legal intervention to prevent 
such dangerous exhibitions. But another 
feature is suggested by the description of the 
horror. Passing by comment on what man. 
ner of material goes to make up a man 
who will allow his wife to risk her neck for 
a few dollars, is it not true that the per- 
formance ts attractive purely and simply 
because a tragedy is a possible climax? 
To ascend in a captive balloon would be 
no attraction at all, because the danger is 
reduced to a minimum. Plain hot-air bal- 
loon ascensions without a leap from the 
clouds became too tame for the me rea- 
son. Then came the parachute with 
the ever-present danger of the aeronaut 
being killed, and the public flocked to see 
the show. It would be wrong to say that 
any one really expects an accident at uch 
exhibitions, but it is unquestionably true 
that the greater, the danger of accident, 
the greater is the attraction, 


When Blondin walked a rope over Niag- 
ara, thousands went te see him who would 
hardly have walked a block té see him 
walk thé same rope stretched twenty feet 
above terra firma. Why? Manifestly be- 
cause in the one case a fall would have 
been a trifling affair, and in the other he 
would have gone down to sure death. Now 
a searcher after glory and simoleons an- 
nounces that he will ride across Niagara 
on a bicycle over a charged wire. Of course 
thousands will go to see the wonderful and 
idiotic feat, and if he goes down to the 
whirlpool and rocks below there will be the 
usual emotional effects, including sobbing 
men and fainting women, who went there 
half expecting just such a tragedy. 


The man who risks his life in the in- 
terest of ecience and the welfare of man- 
kind ts to be applauded.

From investigations recently con- 
ducted Paul Raynaud has learned that the 
victims of the drink habit in Paris—those 
seriously injured by it in health, some to 
the point of disablement—now number 10. 
000 annually. 

Ambulances carried to hospitals 300,000 per- 
sons last year suffering from alcoholism in 
some form. This represents, says L'Ilius- 
tration, an expense of $180,000 for treating 
244 due to the effects of intemperance 

drinking. It is a sad fact that the pro- 
ortion of women among these drunks and 
patients is nearly equal to that of men.

Union Workmen of St. Louis Getting 
Together to Help Elect W. J. | 
Bryan President. 


The workingmen of St. Louls are up and 
doing and within a week there will be in this 
city one of the largest and strongest Bryan 


clubs in the country. 

It is not the mushroom growth of a night,

L. M. Priest, Owen Miller, 
Skimming, F. E. Marlow, F. C. D. Guessel 
and Fisher and Evans of the Tobacco- 
workers’ Union, Messrs. Newmark, Keenoy 
and others who have been for years active 
in the field of labor. 

They discussed the tuation thoroughly 
and dispassionately and agreed that with 
proper care in avolding the snares which 
beset the path of political clubs they could 
get up an organzation which would attain 
the end in view and yet not descend to the 
level of a wheel in a political machine to 
be used for machine purposes by the first 
campaign committee willing to pay ex- 
penses. 

The cost of 
each meeting will be defrayed by a hat 
collection made among those present. No 
initiation fees will be asked and no dues 
will be paid. Bach and every jaboring 
man, whether a member of a union or not, 
will be welcome.

_ CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 


An Illinois Democrat Who Doesn't 
Fear the Result. 


Chairman C. 8. Hearn of the Adams 
County, III., Democratic Committee was at 
the Democratic State Headquarters last 
evening comparing notes. with Chairman 
Sam B. Cook. Mr. Hearn lives at Quincy, 
the principal city in his county, which is 
strongly Democratic. 

“I believe,” * said, that we are going 
to carry illinois next November, even 
though we will lose a number of gold bug 
Democrats. In Adams County there are 
more bolting Democrats than any other 
county in that section of the State, but we 
will gain more than we will lose from the 
silver Republicans and Populists. We have 
as many silver Republicans as there are 
bolting Democrats and, besides, we have the. 


360-odd Populists in tne county. Bryan will 
run very strong in Illinois and if the intimi- 
dation practiced in Chicago does not work 
McKinley’s way we will carry the State by 
a nice majority. In Chicago the corpora- 
tions are making a desperate effort to get 
their employes to vote against Bryan, but 
the men are aware that there is a secret 
ballot to protect them in their rights. I be- 
lieve the bulldozing will fail of its purpose, 
recoil on the bulldozers and make votes for 
Bryan. Only a few days ago a m work- 
ing for a corporation that gave him a 
McKinley button with his pay, came to the 
Democratic State Headquarters and con- 
tributed a dollar to the campaign fund. 

He pointed to the McKinley button and 
said significantly that it represented the 
deg: tion of his citizenship. Another day 
two ladies called and subscribed each a dol- 
lar. They said their husbands were Bryan 
men, but their employers were trying to 
make them vote the goid bug ticket. For 
that reason they did not consider # prudent 
to go up Mm person to the Democratic Read - 
quarters, so they sent their wives. From my 
observations in Illinois I believe we have a 
first-class chance of sécuring its electoral 
vote for the Democratic ticket. The Popu- 
lists polled over 60,000 votes in 1894 and we 
will have that vote with us this time, in 
addition to an enormous silver Republican 
vote. The people understand the purpose 
of the Palmer and Buckner ticket and know 
the men wh» nominatted it will not support 
it themselves. A number of these Democrats 
who are — sore over the Chicago con- 
vention will, am sure, get in line’ by

RAILWAYS IN, CHINA. 


After Decades of Endeavor, the Empire 
Is to Be Open to Railroads. 


Several railways are at last about to be 
built in China, according to a recent Pekin 
Gazette. One line is to connect Pekin with 
Tien-Tsin. It will be about eighty miles 


long and constructed entirely with Govern- 
ment funds. 

Another road is run across Central China 
from Pekin to Hankow. The Hmperor has 
decided that the railroads will stimulate 
trade in China besides giving employment 
to the masses of the people, and so will 
give it all the support in his power. 

A third line is to be built from Shang: 
hai to Soochow. This road, although it will 
only be about sixty-five miles long, is ex- 
pected to accomplish a great deal by f 
3 the Province of Kiangsu. The Vie 
of Nanking has always strony o 
all railroad projects in China, but is now 
enthusiastic over the enterprise and offers 
to provide half the cost out of the official 
treasury and urges his people to subscribe

THE GREAT FRENCH NOVELIST 
TAKES A FALL OUT OF ANNA 
GOULD’S PARISIAN HUSBAND.

The Count of Castellane is a young French 
nobleman who won his way to fame through 
his marriage with Miss Anna Gould, a 
daughter of the late Jay Gould, who threw 
a cool eighty million francs into the bar- 
gain. ' 

Jay Gould in his day was the boss“ Ex- 
change-Strangler and railroad-breaker on 
the Western Hemisphere. 

Now don't underestimate this important 
adventure of the Count. It was a heroic 
deed, considering the character of the times. 
For if Jason were alive to-day, he would 
steer his Argos with a feeling of security to 


New York, instead of Kolchis, and he would 
not carry away a golden fleece, but a golden 
heiress. With this analogy I do net wish to 
compare the latter with a sheep, not even 
with the most Valuable one.

From the tree branches 10,000 blue Vene- 
tidn lanterns were suspended. 

On the greensward and through the al- 
leys 12,000 metres of red carpet were tacked 
or nailed. 

Then there were 600 Oriental rugs, which 
were strewn in tasteful pell-mell anywhere 
and everywhere. 

Think of 3,000 gilded chairs placed on the 
sward for the guests! 

The evening reception was preceded by a 
gorgeous fancy dinner of 180 covers, which 
was served by 115 waiters, 24 powdéred 
house stewards in Castellanian livery, re- 


splendent in white and gold hanging strings, } 


yellow waistcoats and black knickerbock- 
ers; 62 other powdered house stewards in 
black frock, white waistcoats and knicker- 
bockerst 30 lackeys and 9 announcing door- 
keepers. 


Thank goodness, I am through with these 


Parisians; at any rate it was the propiti- 
atory burnt offering to the growling powers 
in the depths of the population, an apology 
to the disinherited for the arrogance of the 
rich which permits a fortune to be squan- 
dered for the pleasure of a single misty 
summer night. 

A Croesus of our modern geocialistic era 
has not the effrontery and the conscious- 
ness of power of the ancient tyrants of 
finance and noble ancestry, who knew 
nothing of the fear of embittering the 
masses, and who rejoiced to rouse the 
wrath and envy of the helpless and the 
oppressed. 

Count Castellane did not succeed entirely 
in 5 the ill-will of the proletarians. 
Many would not be convinced that it was 
right ‘to grant him the use of public 
grounds. Many were offended that a 
whole battalion of footguards and a squad- 
ron of mounted guards, with officers, 
trumpeters and drummers, were placed at 
the disposal of a haughty aristocrat for 
the entertainment of his guests. 

I must confess that I cannot understand 
this envious feeling about the Count and 
his fete. To the contrary it appears to me 
that the man deserves to be pitied greatly; 
not because of the proverbial moral taught 
in the Kannichverstaan_story from Amster- 
dam, not because of the common saying 
that wealth brings no happiness, that gold 
will not abate sickness or death, and similar 
axioms, but because of the pitiful condition 
of his soul, which pe a8 either consciously 
or unconsciously revealed to us. 

— — to yourself the miserable discon- 
solateness of these facts. Here is a man 
who disposes of uncountable millions. He 
wants to present something that will take 
away the breath of astonishment and ad- 


foolishness, an idiotic attempt to gain the 
front rank of vainglorious ostentation. 
Nothing greater can be formulated from the 
illusion of the modern Croesus. And this 
in the environs of the highest culture and 
enlightenment.

With similar frivolities he 
managed to squander a fortune of twenty- 
seven millions in a couple of years. 

These are types of fine psychic sybaritism 
which are not generated altogether by 
selfishness. , 

Then there are millionaires with the am- 
bition to prove of special usefulness to 
the educational and moral amelioration of 
their fellow men. A Rockefeller founds @ 
university which does not differ in any 
particular from others. Bischofsheim erects 
an observatory near Nizza, which has not 
even larger telescopes or finer instruments 
for the study of astrophysics than any oth- 
er. More telescopes, more universities, 
That is as far as a millionaire can go in 
the exercise of his love for his fellow suffer- 
ers. Ah! what superficiality! How la- 
mentable! The commonest feuilleton writer 
can boast of better inventive genius. 

Only one millionaire öf modern times 
whose phantasy was exerted on a grand 
scale. That was Baron Hirsch. He con- 
ceived the idea of founding a Jewish Com- 
monwealth in the Argentine blic.

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THE NEW YORK JUNTA HEARS 
ALARMING NEWS. 


SOME BIG SHIPS FOR SPAIN. 


Chartering of Five Ocean Steamers, 
Which Will Land Many Thou- 
sand Troops. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Dismay was spread 
in the quarters of the Cuban Junta to-day 
by the announcement from Philadelphia 
that the Spanish Government had decided 
to make a last grand effort to crush out the 
Cuban rebellicn, and had for this purpose 
chartered for a term of years the big Cunard 
steamer Gallia, the White Star steamer 
Cufic, the steamers Lord Clive and Lord 
Gough, late of the American line, the steam- 
er Pegu of the Glasgow line and the steam- 
er Montevideo of the Spanish transatlantic 
Une. 

At first the report was discredited, and 
leading Cubans only laughed and said: 
Bluff.“ In steamship circles, however, 
the report caused considerable excitement, 
and all sorts of rumors were afloat with re- 
gard to the extent of Spain’s great enter- 
prise. Mr. Kersey of the White Star line is 
out of town, but his secretary said: 

“I know nothing of the sensational side of 
the story, but I can say that this office has 
received notice that the Cufic has been 
chartered by the Spanish company for a 
term. She is a powerful ship. She left 
Liverpool for Barcelona on Aug. 24, and is 


capable of carrying 2,500 men.“ 

Agent Brown of the Cunard line sad. 
have not been informed of the chartering of 
the Gallia by the Spanish company, but that 
is not surprising, inasmuch as she has not 
been in service in several years. I have 
mo reason to doubt the report.“ 


Vice President Griscom of the American. 


line said: The steamers Lord Clive and 
Lord Gough were only chartered by our line 
until the completion of the St. Louis and 
St. Paul. They are powerful ships, bu: 
have for a year been lying idle in Liverpool, 
and I suppose their owners were glad to 
charter them to the Spanish company.“ 
The ships Gallia and Cufic can land 10,000 
troops every five weeks on the island, and, 
eupplemented by other speedy craft, it may 
be anticipated that the insurgents in the 
next few months will have the fight of their

NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—On Oct. 1 will be- 
gin the demolition of the handsome brown- 
stone house on the northeast corner of 
Twenty-sixth street and Madison avenue. 
This will be probably the beginning of the 
fall of a row of old-time houses that for 
forty years have figured in the social life 
of the city, and have thus far withstood the

I SURPRISE 


PROSECUTOR MULVIHILL’SPLEA 
Resulted in Averting a Dismissal of 


the Dive-Keeper’s Case on 
Technicalities. 


* 


Arguments on the motion to quash the 
information in the case against saloon and 
wine-room keeper, Arthur E. Smith, were 
heard in the Court of Criminal Correction 


yesterday. 
It was in Smith’s resort, at Fourteenth 


street and Chouteau avenue, that Lydia 
Tillwein, a 16-year-old girl, was made in- 
toxicated on liquor sold by Smith and was 
criminally assaulted by John Christman. 
Christman was tried on the charge, but was 
acquitted by Judge Murphy. 

The assault occurred on the night of 
July 11. The Tillwein girl was accompa- 
nied by Mabel Ray, another 16-year-old 
girl, and two young men, also minors. 

A warrant was issued against Smith and 
he was tried on the charge of selling liquor, 
to a minor. The Tillwein girl was the 
prosecuting witness. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill was ab- 
sent at the time the case was tried and 
Attorney Reber conducted the prosecution. 

Although there was abundant evidence 
to warrant a conviction, Smith was dis- 


charged. The two girls and the two young 
men al] swore positively that they were 
under age and had bought liquor of Smith. 

Attorney Charles T. Noland produced not 
one iota of evidence in rebuttal. He moved 
for a dismissal on the ground that the State 
had submitted no evidence to show that 
Smith conducted a saloon, nor had the 
State introduced evidence as to whether 
Smith was possessed of a license. 

It was clear that the State had blundered 
and Judge Murphy dismissed the case. 

But the parties who had interested them- 
sedves in preserving the chastity of the 
flower of the land pushed the matter. At 
the instance of the Post-Dispatch another 
Warrant was issued charging Smith with 
—- liquor to a minor, and Mabel Ray 
was the prosecuting witness. 

The new witness does not bear the hith- 
erto untarnished name of her companion in 
carousal. Mabel, though only 16 years old, 
had spent the previous two months of her 
existence in a resort on Chestnut street. 

But Mabel is only 16 and does not look 
any older. That was where Smith erred 
in selling liquor to her. He admits that 
he sold liquor to her but he pleaded a 
defense on technicalities. 

When the first hearing of the new war- 
rant was called in the Court of Criminal 
Correction a week ago Marshall F. Mo- 
Donald was on the bench, taking Judge 
Murphy’s place. . 

Attorney Noland, the defense“ counsel, 
moved to quash the information on the 
ground that the new warrant cited the 
instance of the Lydia Tillwein warrant and 
that there being a similarity of charges, 
Smith could not be tried twice on the same 
charge. 

Acting Judge McDonald set Sept. 5 as the 
day on which to hear arguments on the mo- 


ion, 

Yesterday Attorney Noland presented 
substantially the same plea in support of 
his motion as above stated. His remarks 
were brief, and it was evident that he was 
convinced that his client would be forth- 
with discharged. 

When Mr. Noland had presented his argu- 
ment to the court, Mr: Mulvihill, who was 
conducting the prosecution, contended that 
notwithstanding that Lydia Tillwein and 
Mabel Ray were together when they drank 
in Smith’s saloon, they were separate cases. 
Each individual glass of beer Smith served 
constituted a different charge to be made 
against the defendant. 

Mr. Mulvihill cited a few instances from 
different authorities and one in particular 
where the Supreme Court had maintained 
his position. 

Acting-Judge McDonald said that he was 
inclined to agree with the State, but before 
rendering a decision asked Attorney No- 
land if . had any authorities to cite in 
substantiation of his motion. 

Mr. Noland and Smith would have fallen 
through the floor had there been an open- 
ing. Finally Attorney Noland found his 
way up the railing, passed his hand over 
his forehead and with considerable hesita- 
tion explained to the court that he had 
been so certain of the stand he had taken 
that he had not stopped to look up any 
decision in other than similar cases, but he 
said that if given time he was sure that 
he could produce positive authority for his 
position, 

Acting Judge McDonald, desiring to give 
both sides a thorough hearing, continued 
the hearing on the motfon to quash until 
next Thursday. Aug. 10. 

In the meantime Smith is conducting his

Jewish Population of Jerusalem. 


A lady who has lived in Jerusalem for 
the past forty years, and who has only 
recently returned to England, gives the 
following curious information concernin 
the increase of thé Jewish population o 
the Holy City: “Twenty-two years ago 
there were only between 15,000 and 20,000 
Jews in Jerusalem. In those days no houses 
were to be found outside the magnificent 
walls, the gates of which were closed at 
night. Since then many changes have tak- 
en place and the Hebrew population—main- 
ly on account of the Jewish itmmigrat:on 
rom Russia—now stands at between 60,000 
and 70,000. Whole streets of houses have 
been bullt outside the walls on the site 
of the ancient suburban districts, which 
for hundreds of years have remained de- 
serted. It is not, however, only in Jerusa- 
lem itself that the Jews abound, but 
throughout Palestine they are buying 
farms and establishing themselves in a 
surprisingly rapid manner. In Jerusalem 
they form at present a larger community 
than either che Christians or the Mahome- 

tans.“ a 


New England’s Abandoned Farms. 
Several years ago we heard a great deal 


about the farms that had been given up in 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts, and lists of them, describing 
their merits, and what they could be bought 
for, were extensively circulated, says the 
Boston Herald. In many cases the summer 
people bought these neglected farms and 
undertook to .make them into summer 
homes. Others were purchased by those 
who thought that they could do something 
by farming, and still others sought in this 
way to invest surplus money which they 
were ready to throw away. he result has 
been that these neglected farms have prac- 
tically been lost sight of.

be received. The fact finally developed that 
all the German manufacturers had entered 
into an agreement that they would with- 
draw their advertisements from any paper 
accepting advertisements from American bi- 
cycle firms, 

The German sporting papers haye taken 
the matter up in the interest of their coun- 
trymen. The Radwelt, the most important 
cycling paper in Germany has been parti- 
cularly bitter and appeals to Germans as 
a matter of patriotism, not to buy American 
wheels. The paper referred to pointed out 
that the German machines wo 300 marks 
sent to America have to pay a duty of 106 
marks while American machines of the 
same value have to pay a duty of 3 marks 
in Germany. It adds that the Reichstag 
will, at its coming session be presented with 
an “irresistible’’ petition to raise the duty 
as high as America’s, and continues: “But, 
in the meantime, the public must face the 
invasion of American and foreign manu- 
facturers by sheer patriotism.

HER CRUSADE AGAINST IT. 


WHEELS CURE HEAD WHEELS. 


Biking Is Good for People “Off Their 
Trolleys“ —The Thirteen Hoodoo 
—Gossip of the Metropolis. 


Gpecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—Suffering husbands 
whose wives are pedaling to perdition and 
agonized fathers, who have witnessed their 
daughters wickedly scorching—if such per- 
sons really, exist, except in the brain of one 
woman reformer—now may take heart and 
hope. 

Mrs. Charlotte Smith is here. 

The President of the Woman’s Rescue 


League, who spells ‘“‘devil’’ ‘“‘b-i-c-y-c-l-e,”’ 
has been a widow for twenty years and has 
a grown-up son. Not but what she couldn't 
have been married again, for since she 
started her anti-bicycle crusade in Wash- 
ington she has had many proposals, she 


says. 

Mrs. Smith said that the Woman’s Rescue 
League would begin at once a crusade 
against women cyclists in this city. 

She is going to write letters to the New 
York wheelwomen as fast as she can find 
out their names, and telikthem how awfully 
wicked it is to ride -those. rubber-tired 
things. 

“Bicycle rests“ and road-houses soon may 
expect to see her, armed with a bundle of 
tracts, with such titles as Asphalt Roads 
That Lead to Destruction’ and Bicycle 
Tires Logically Punctured.”’ 

New York is a sort of modern, wheel- 
crazed Gomorrah, in Mrs. Smith’s inion. 
She says: “It is monstrous to think that 
in this city every year between 15,000 and 
20,000 girls between the ages of 15 and 21, 
are turned out to lead immoral Lives, the 
bicycle contributing its quota. | 

“The evil of women riding bicycles,’’ con- 
tinues Mrs. Smith, “originated with big 
manufacturers, who hired immodest, shape- 
ly young women at $15 a week to ride their 
bicycles for advertising purposes.“ 

Though two-thirds of the New Tork 
physicians are bicyclists themselves, and 
mine-teenths of the remainder recommend 
bicycles to their patients, Mrs. Smith in- 
sists that the leading physicians of the land

The Manhattan Elevated Rallroad Com-

A pipe will be run from the 
motor house to the L“ tracks at the Rec- 
tor street station, and it is said that it will 
not require any more time to charge the 
motor with compressed air than to water 
a locomotive.

STARTLING REVELATIONS ABOUT 
“FIXING” THINGS. 


DIRECTOR GRAWE’S METHODS. 


Two Men Swear That He Intimated 
That His Support Went to 
His Patrons. 


Since Lawyers Alderson and McEntire be- 
gan taking depositions in their injunction 
proceedings against the St. Louis School 
Board not a day has passed without its 
sensational disclosures. e 

The revelations of witnesses are rapidly 


developing into a continued story of jobs; 


and shady transactions. 

The Post-Dispatch, in exposing the in- 
candescent boiler job, the Sturtevant deal 
and the Peck-Williamson fiasco, pointed 
out a trail that is being followed with re- 
markable success by the two lawyers who 
have undertaken to expose the suspected 


rottenness of the Board. 
By revealing the manner in which the 


public was being robbed almost every time 
contracts were let by the Board, the Post- 
Dispatch caused certain public spirited citi- 
gens to file a suit to enjoin the consumma- 
tion of the latest job. 

It is under this suit, Berry vs. the School 
Board, that the sensational disclosures of 
the last four days have been made. 

Never before have the affairs of the 
Board been subjected to such rigid investiga- 
tion as in the present proceedings. Lawyer 
Walter F. McEntire, who is conducting the 
examination of witnesses, is asking ques- 
tions that probe deep and which are bring- 
ing out matters that were only suspected. 


The climax of the proceedings since Wed- 
mesd»y came yesterday morning, when 
Campbell D. Shaw, St. Louis representative 
of the Powers Heilt Regulator Company, 
was placed on the stand. 

The substance of Shaw's testimony was 


that Vice President Herman C. Grawe of the 
Board had practivally assured him that no 
school contracts could be secured without a 
resort to bribery. 

The trend of the testimony was that Mr. 
Grawe was not averse to assisting Mr. 
Shaw under certain conditions, which are 
set forth in Mr. Shaw's examination. 

The lawyers and spectators were not en- 
tirely unprepared for Mr. Shaw's di*clos- 
ure. 

William A. Crowder of Crowder Bros., 
heating contractors, had testified to con- 
‘versations with Grawe, in which such 
things were delicately hinted at, and the 
admissions of another director, ‘‘Honest 
John” Brady himself—robbed almost any 
revelation that might be made of the spice 
of surprise. 

With a keen appreciation of humor, Mr. 
Brady testified Wednesday, when the tak- 
ing of depositions was commenced, that he 
voted four times for the Peck-Williamson 
system, at a cost at least one-third in ex- 
cess of its value, merely as a joke. : 

Under the insistence of Mr. McEntire, it 
was finally stated by Mr. Brady that he had 

urchased a $300 furnace from the Peck- 

illiamson Co, almost a year ago. Mr. Me- 
Entire almost secured from Mr. Brady the 
admission that while it was understood that 
he was to pay $300 for the furnace, he had 
no written contract with the company and 
had never received a bill from it. Director 
Cudmore advised him to purchase the fur- 
nace. 


Mr. Brady, when recalled Friday, testified’ 


that either Director Cudmore or Director 
Collins asked him on the night the Peck- 
Williamson contract was approved, not to 
carry out his intention of moving a re- 
consideration. He also testified that he be- 
lieved that on Monday afternoon, a few 
hours before the time set for a special meet- 
ing of the board to reconsider the award, 
Director Cudmore and ex-Director Walter J. 
Wait asked him to remain away in order to 
break the quorum. Mr. Bradv did not re- 
main away. 

The proceedings had their sensational turn 
on Thursday also, when William A. Crow- 
der was the witness and testified to the in- 
teresting matters concerni ‘Vice-Presi- 
dent Grawe and the Johnson Heat Regula- 
tor Co., partially laying the foundation for 
that given yesterday by Campbell D. Shaw.

OLD LANDMARK. 


STURGEON MARKET AN HISTORIC 
SPOT IN NORTH ST. LOUIS. 


STOOD FOR FORTY-FIVE YEARS. 


Col. Sturgeon’s Reminiscenses of the 
Foundation of the Town Above 
Le Baume Street. 


* 

The passing of the old Sturgeon Market 
on North Market street, the demolition 
of which was begun Friday after it had 
been disposed of to a wrecking company for 
$15, will remove one of the last conspicuous 
landmarks of old North St. Louis. 

Comptroller Isaac Sturgeon, after whom 
the old market was named and who, be- 
sides having a deep interest in the old 
structure, is and has always been closely 
identified with North St. Louis, was in a 
reminiscent mood Saturday afternoon and 
talked entertainingly of the early history 
of that end of town. 

“It is said,“ he began, that three young 
men started from Louisville, Ky., in April, 
1816, to make investments. One stopped at 
Vincennes, Ind., one at Terre Haute, Ind., 
and the other, Col. William Chambers, came 
to St. Louis and purchas of Louis La- 
baume of St. Genevieve County 374 arpents 
of land just north of the big mound on the 
river. he land was bounded south by 
La Baume street, north by Rocky Branch, 
east by the Mississippi River an 
North Fifteenth street, 1 

Soon after Col. Chambers made the pur- 
chase, he took into partnership with .him 
Maj, William Christy and risty’s son-in- 
law, Maj. Thos. A. Wright of the United 
States Army. The purchase made fortunes 
for all three. They laid out the town called 
North St. Louis on the property and in 
platting it named the streets for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

La Baume street, to perpetuate the name 
of the old French gentleman from whom 
Chambers purchased the property; Cham- 
bers street, after Col. Chambers; Tyler 
street, for Robert Tyler of Lo isville, Ky., 
who married Col. Chambers’ Uh ly daughter 
and who was the brother bf, Mr, Isaac H. 
Sturgeon's mother; Madison street, after 
President Madison; Clintom street, after 
Governor Clinton of New Vork; North Mar- 
ket street has no significance except at the 
time to distinguish it from Market street in 
old St. Louis proper; Benton street, after 
Col. Thos. H. Benton; Warren street, after 
General Warren; Montgomery street, after 
General Montgomery; St. Louis avenue has 
no significance; Wright street, after Major 
Thomas A. Wright. 

Palm street was named after Wm. Paim. 
who was an Alderman from the Second 
Ward. He left a legacy to Washington 
University. Branch street was named after 
a little stream running into it, and Dock 
street, the northern boundary of North St. 
Louis, got its name from the fact that there 
were docks at its foot on the river. 

The founders of North St. Louis set 
aside three circles of 300 feet in diameter. 
The south circle was called Clinton place, 
and is now used for publie school purposes, 
being the site of the Webster School. The 
second circle is called Jackson place, now 
called Jackson Park, and the third circle 
was called Marion place, now occupied by 
Grace Episcopal Church.“ 


It is interesting to know that the North 
End Improvement Association, which was 
mainly instrumental in having the old 
market house removed by reason of its 
unsightliness, has inaugurated a movement 
to have the name of the thoroughfare on 
which it stood changed to Sturgeon street. 
A petition has been circulated among the 
property owners and numerously signed. 
There is little doubt that the change will be 
accomplished. vs 

Mr. Sturgeon’s early home was on the 
street, and it was while living there that he 
was sent to the Board of Aldermen for 
three consecutive terms, only resigning 
when this was made necessary by his elec. 
tion to the State Senate. 

The Sturgeon Market was erected in 
1851, in response to a demand from the peo- 
ple of the Sixth Ward, who were repre- 
sented in the Board of Aldermen by Mr. 
Sturgeon When it was secured, largely by 
the personal efforts of Mr. Sturgeon, his 
services were recognized by naming it after 
him. 1 

Latterly it has been occupied by Fred 
Kraft as a butcher shop, and as it was got 
rid of by condemnation proceedings, in dis- 
regard of his claims to proprietorship in 
the old building, he threatens to sue the 
city for damages.

GOLDBUGS GRUMPY AND REPUB- 
LICANS DISAPPOINTED. 


DEMOCRATS RATHER LIKE IT. 


The Consensus of Opinion Is That 
Palmer and Buckner Will 
Hurt McKinley. 


Expressions of opinion were sought Sat- 
urday by a Post-Dispatch reporter on the 
“rump ticket“ nominated at Indianapolis. 

Republicans, adherents to the regular 
Democratic party and sympathizers with 
the objects of the Indianapolis convention, 
were approached on the subject. 

Among the Republicans and the bolters 
from the Democratic party a general disin- 
chination was encountered to express any 
opinion of the Indianapolis ticket or its 
probable effect. Whether their silence be- 
tokened contempt for the ticket they would 
not say. 

Among the regular Democrats nothing 
but satisfaction existed over the action of 
the rump convention. They declared that 
the effect would be to benefit William J. 
Bryan. They argued that the Democrats 
with goldbug leanings who would otherwise 
have voted for McKinley will now vote 
for Palmer and Buckner in the hope that 
they can thereby avoid absolute severance 
of their connection with the. party. 


Fred W. Lehman, the exponent of the gold. 
bug movement in St. Louis, had this to 
gay: The ticket is a good one. It will 
draw many votes around it, from men who 
do not believe in protection for either the 
East or the West and fram those who be- 
lieve there is no other Democratic ticket 
in the field.”’ 

' “Do you think this will benefit McKin- 
ey? ‘ 

“As to whom it will benefit, McKinley or 
Bryan, that is none of our business, nor 
is it giving us any worry.” 

W. A. Gardiner, who is one of the bolters 
from the Democratic ticket, said: 

“I think the Indianapolis ticket is a good 
one. It will have a good effect, by which I 
mean that it will keep in the party men 
who would not 2 the Chicago plat- 
form, and would otherwise vote for McKin- 
ley. I think it will draw largely from 
Bryan,” 

Albert A. Arnstein, another so-called 
sound money Democrat, stated that he had 

aid so little attention to the Indianapolis 

onvention and had given its action so 
little thought that he could not discuss the 
matter. 

Judge William C. Jones, who is among the 
supporters of the rump ticket, also declined 
to discuss the matter. 

D. Block, whose views coincide with those 
of Mr. Lehman on the money question, 
said: ‘‘I do not believe the ticket will have 
much effect. I do not think, however, that 
it will draw from Bryan. As for the char- 
acter of the ticket I will only say that I 
shall not vote for Palmer.” 


Among the Republicans approached was 
one who has foresworn all allegiance to 
the Republican party and declared abso- 
lutely for free silver. He is A. E. Babcock, 
a prominent figure on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. Said Mr. Ba k: 

„J don’t think the Indianapolis ticket 
amounts to anything. I have been a Re- 

ublican all my life and connected more or 
ess with office-seekers and their business. 
The ticket will have no effect because it 
will receive only the votes of former Dem- 
ocrats who otherwise would vote for Mc- 
Kinley.

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HONEST DOLLAR. 


PROF. ROSS TELLS HOW IT CAN BE 
DONE. 


A DISHONEST 


He Also Clearly Explains the Marked 
Difference Between 
the Two. 


DOLLAR. 


Is maintaining of am honest dollar a se- 
rious matter? says Prof. E. A. Ross in the 
Chicago Record. This calls us to consid- 
er some of ‘the consequences of dishonest 
dollars. If two men agree to a contract, 
and between the time of making and the 
time of fulfilling the contract any change 
takes place in the legal acceptance of the 
terms used, or of the units of measure 
mentioned in the contract, one party or the 
other is cheated. Suppose you rented two 
farms, one for so many bushels of wheat, 


the other for so many dollars. But of- 
ficial standards are changed; when you 
come to settle you have to pay one land- 
lord with five-peck bushels and the other 
with 125-cent dollars. Is there any differ- 
ence here in tie degree of the wrong? If 
tons are called for and the law adopts 
a new 2,500 pound ton; if gallons are called 
for, and the five-quart gallon is legalized; 
if dollars are called for, and the law exacts 
a dollar with 125 cents of purchasing power 
in it, the wrong is the same. Now, con- 
tracts of future delivery of gallons or yards 
are not so very common; on the other hand, 
contracts for the future delivery of dollars 
are legion. They include every species of 
debt—promissory notes, bonds, drafts, book 
accounts, etc. Every man who borrows 
money promises to deliver so many dollars 
in the future, and if he can’ repay with 
little 50-cent dollars he cheats his credi- 
tor, while if he must pay = 200-cent dol- 
lars, the creditor defrauds him. One is 
just as bad as ‘the other, but I shall trace 
the consequences of the latter, because it 
hits our situation just now. 


I can see no difference in amount of wrong 
between your forcing. your debtor to repay 
you dollars that would go twice as far and 
are twice as hard to get as the dollars you 
lent him, and your raising the face of the 
note to double its value by the use of chem- 
icals. The wrong is the same. But when 
an individual does it it is forgery, when a 
nation does it it is sound finance.” 

Not only are all debtors injured by big, 
fat dollars, but, in fact, all people who have 
property. You save your money and you 
put your savings into a $3,000 house, but the 
dollar changes in buying power. Your house

Let us pick 
this to pieces and show the,worm of fallacy 
coiled up in the heart of it. 

In the first place the 4 man juggles 
with the word cheap.“ e first shows that 

g are getting cheap—I. e., that they 
require less and less human labor to pro- 
duce them. Then he argues that, as a mat- 
ter of course, they will in consequence get 
cheap—i. e., exchange for little money. Now, 
relation of labor to goods has absolutely 
nothing to do with the relation of money to 
goods. If the latter relation—i. e., price 
must follow the other, we should like to be 
shown why. 

It igs true that year by year human labor 
is getting more and more effective, vp hg) to 
industrial progress, and that there is thus 
an increase of product that must go to 
somebody. But I know of no one who has 
so good a right to this extra product as the 
man who produces it, Though possibly he 

d not discover the new and better way of 
applying his labor, it Is, after all, his labor 
that becomes more productive, and to him 
ought the premium to go. Now, the above 
pr means nothing less than thet the 
present producer, who uses borrowed oapi- 
tal, shall not enjoy this increase, but shall 
render it to the past producer, 


I will make this clear. Twenty years ago 
James sold you for $500 a lot he had bohght 
for $0, thus clearing $450 on the turn-over, 
You hold it until it is worth 000, When along 
comes James and wants to buy it back. 
Moreover, he tells you he would Hke to 
have it without paying the $1,500 the lot 
has gained in value since you bought it of 
him. He tells you it is “unearned incre- 
ment,” and asks what right you have to de- 
mand it. He points out that you did not 
earn it, but that it came because you sat 
and waited. What would you say to this 
cool . 8 Uke this, 1 
think: “Yes, it is true that the $1,500 is an 
unearned pr um, but please to notice 
that it accrued on the lot while I owned it 
and not when you held it. You got $450 
of increase when the lot was yours, and 
now you want to gobble mine, too.

Mrs. Carrie Owens of Denver, Colo., is in 
St. Louis looking for her husband, Coleridge 
A. Owens, whose disappearance, as she ex- 


plains, is quite peculiar. 

Mrs. Owens is assisted in her search by 
the Police Department and the matron at 
Union Station. She arrived in the city Fri- 
day night and registered at a hotel on 
Chestnut street, near Seventeenth, not 
knowing its character. But she moved 
out that night and engaged a room with 
board at 2928 Pemberton piace, having been 
recommended there by an attache of Union 
Station. 

ter securing her lodgings Mrs. Owens 
called at the Four Courts and asked the 
police to find her husband. 

She told a story as incredible as a story by 
Baron Munchausen and as full of hard 
luck as a chapter from the book of Job. 

It seems that a week ago Owens and his 
wife left their home in Denver at #7 South 
Fourteenth street, intending to visit hs 
father at Bluffton, Ind. They left their 4- 

ear-old son in the charge of a nurse in 

enver. Before getting on the train they 
cheeked their two trunks and a crate which 
imprisoned a King Charles spaniel dog, Mrs. 
Owens’ particular pet. 

They got out of Colorado without any 
trouble and were in Kansas when woe 
fell upon them. 

Mr. Owens left the train at Fort Dodge 
to go into the lunch room to get a cup of 
She drank the st:mulant 
and he returned the cup to the room. Just 
as he stepped out of the house onto the 
platform the train started. He ran to 
catch it, and as he ‘passe down the plat- 
form he was sta¥tled to see that their two 
trunks and the dog crate had by mistake 
been 4 off. 

He faltered a minute and came near being 
too late to catch the train. But he got on 
the rear platform and joined his wife in a 
sleeper ahead. He told her the bad news. 

It was decided that he should leave the 
train at the next station and return on the 
mext train back to Fort Dodge to see that 
the baggage was properly cared for. She 
Was to go on through to Kansas City and 
await him there. 

He got off at the next station, but she 
mever took notice of the name of the town. 
She was riding along and worrying, of 
course, about her husband and the baggage 
and the dog, when suddenly she discovered 
that she was without money. ’ 

At Topeka she got off to telegraph to her 
husband at Fort Dodge to send money im- 
médiately to her at Kansas City. 

When the message was sent she went out 
to get the train, only to find it had gone. 

e trai. was carrying their two grips, a 
bundle and a small satchel. The latter con- 
tained her ticket. . 


She had a good cry, and then planned her 
way out of the matter. She called upon 
the railroad company’s agent, and he pro- 
vided her with a ticket to Kansas City. But 
the next train did not leave until the next 
morning. She explained her predicament 
a hotel landlord, and was lodged over 
night. 

She got the train and arrived in Kansas 
City, and awaiting her there was a tele- 
graph order for $0 from Owens. Another 
telegram said he would arrive in Kansas 
City probably that night. 

She watched all of the incoming trains, 
but neither did he nor the baggage arrive. 
She went to a hotel and while she was in 
bed Owens arrived. He inquired of the 
station master if his wife had been there. 

Yes, she had been there as he had deliv- 
ered to her the two grips, the bundle and 
the Satchel. The station master was posi- 
tive, however, that Mrs. Owens had de- 
parted on an evening train for St. Louis. 

Owens boarded a train at 6 a. m. for St. 
Louis, in pursuit of his wife. 

That is the last that has been heard of 
Owens. Mrs. Owens called at the depot 
the next morning to inquire about her hus- 
band, and, in great surprise, the white- 
capped functionary informed her that Mr. 
Owens had already left for St. Louis. 

She lost no time in getting her luggage 
aboard the train that left at noon and began 
the chase after her husband. 


When the train on which Mrs. Owens was 
riding arrived in Jefferson City she was 
told that there would be a wait of twenty 
minutes. 

She needed a change of clothes and went 
into the lavatory, remaining there about ten 
minutes. When she came out and boarded 
the train, she discovered that her satchel, 
whieh contained all the money she pos- 
— had been stolen from her seat in the 
train. : 

The conductor was out on the platform 
and she went out to notify him. After he 
had taken a few notes he directed her to 
report the same facts to the company’s 
Agent. 

While she was in the office telling that 
gentleman about the robbery, the train 
etarted and she was too late to catch it. 

Again she sat down and cried. There 
ehe was without her baggage and without a 
cent in a strange town. 

The agent saki he couki do nothing for 
her. She induced the telegraph operator to 
send a telegram addressed to Owens, Union 

tation, St. Louis,“ setting forth her plight. 

hen.she went to a hotel, but the landlord 
said he thought she was a professional 
dead beat, and ordered her out. 

She was too much overcome by this turn- 
down to ask anyone else for refuge, so she 
sat on the railway platform until she fell 
asleep crying. 

As she was leaning against the depot, 
1 the watchman came along, and tap- 
pin er on the knees with his club, said: 

“Come, now, Lassie; move out of this. We 
get lots of these women tramps!”’ 

She could make no reply, but wandered 
off and walked the streets until she was 
arrested by a policeman, who accused her 
of endeavoring to entice men into her room. 

She remained in a cell until 10 o'clock 
he next morning, when she was taken be- 

ore a magistrate. 

The policeman swore that he had known 
Mrs. Owens tor over a yea? and that she 
was of a confirmed bad character. 

When Mrs. Owens told her story the 
Judge was more willing to believe it than 
that of the policeman. He took pity on 
her, took her to his own home and gave 
her a substahtial meal. 


That afternoon she received an answer 
to the telegram she had sent her husband, 
and the telegraph company was instructed 
to give her $25. 

She boarded a train soon afterwards 
and was on her way to meet her husband, 
who in the telegram said he would meet 
her at Union Station in this city. But her 
troubles were not over. 

She alighted in the train shed and walked. 
through the gates, expecting to see Owens 

but she did not. She walked through the 
crowded waiting rooms and suddenly her 
heart leaped into her throat. On a bench, 
away at the other end of the b! Waiting 
room down stairs sat her husband 

She made for him on a run, but had to 
force her way through the throng. 

When she reached the bench on which she 
had seen Owens but a moment before he

FREE PAROCHIAL SCHOOL. 


A New Movement Inaugurated by 
Archbishop Ireland. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 5.—Archbishop 
Ireland thas issued a letter announcing 
that hereafter in the Catholic parochial 
Schools no tuition will be charged, such 
tuition being considered an obstacle to the 
rowth of the schools. In the course of the 
etter he says: 

“Of course, the expenses of maintaining 

the schools must be provided for in some 
Way. Pastors will take the amount of 
these expenses from the reguiar church re- 
ceipts of the parish, or wifi rely upon ex- 
traordinary measures which their own 
judgment may commend. Catholics will, 
We are very sure, co-operate with their 
pastors in maintaining the parish schools. 
Dhe proper view to be taken of the Catholic 
school is to regard it as a great reli- 
gi0us work in which all are concerned, 
whether they have or have not children at- 
tending it. 
Ihe Catholic school—the future will prove 
it beyond a doubt—is the most fruitful of 
all institutions for the preservation and 
perpetuation of the faith in is coun- 
try, and the Catholic who takes 4 deep and 
abiding interest in his religion will love 
the Catholic schcol and prove his love for 
it by his generosity toward it.“ 

The letter closes with an appeal to Cath- 
Olic parents to support the parochial schools 
and to send their children to them, say- 
ng: 

“Pupils of Catholie schools learn thor- 
Oughly their religion and are made to prac- 
tice it in daily life. If the faith of your 
children is to be with them a strong and 
living faith when they have grown to man- 
hood and womanhood it must become to 
them now, as it were, a second nature. 
This is what is done. by a Catholic school. 
Faith is there grounded into children 80 
that it never leaves them afterwards.

CURIOUS SITUATION 
‘IN WHEAT 


LEGITIMATE CONDITIONS ARE 
4 VERY BULLISH. 


BUT SPECULATION TOO LIGHT. 


A Further Decline in Price—Corn Con- 
tinues to Break Records—Oats 
Dull—Active Flour Trade. 


Legitimately the situation in wheat is 
strong; speculatively it is weak. This 
anomalous condition ig due to the fact that 
such speculation as there is in wheat is 
practically a hindrance and a handicap to 
the long side. Such speculation as there 
is is almost entirely professional, There is 
hardly any outside speculation and conse- 
quently no breadth to the market. Be- 
sides that, the professionals have almost to 
a man been bullish, which made a one-sided, 
or rather a lop-sided market. When you 
get the professionals loaded up, with no 
shorts to be run in and no outside trade 


coming in to help along the buying side, 
something is going to give on any attempt 
to realize. That was what ailed the mar- 
ket of the past week and the outcome was 
a 2%c decline. The late “curb” of yester- 
day saw the lowest price of the week, Dec. 
selling at 6#\c. 


* — * , 

This down turn has so disgusted or dis- 
couraged many of the bulls—a considerable 
number were once dyed-in-the-hair bears, 
just as the Wall street Democrats were once 
sure-enough Democrats—that they have 
thrown: over their long wheat and some 
have turned once more to the short side. 
It is undoubted that the long interest has 
been greatly reduced. It is more than 

robable that a considerable short interest 

as been formed, ag the belief was proven 
of late that too many traders were loaded 
up with long wheat and forced liquidation 
would bring about a wide-epen smash in 
the market. Those who look for this forget 
there is comparatively little outside long in- 
terest, and that the professionals do not 
usually stand much punishment, especially 
on the long side. 

~ a = 

Some of the influences that helped depress 
the price and frightened the 1 oo of 
their holdings were unreasonable in the ef- 
fect they had. There were large shipments 
by exporting countries to Europe, nearly 
half of which were from this country, mean- 
ing thet much wheat and wheat as flour 
ron from our supplies. The large in- 
crease in Dominion shipments were to be ex- 
pected, as they naturally enlarge at this 
season of the year. But Russia’s exports 
showed little increase and were hardly half 
those from America, where a few months 
ago Russian exports more than doubled 
those of this country. As the United States 
and Canada shipped 3,370,000 bu the past 
week, it is probable the world’s clearances 
for the week will foot up a large amount 
and so show to-morrow. Another de- 
pressing (7) fact is the increase in visible 
supplies of this country. If the visible did 
not increase during September the price of 
wheat could not be held down near where it 
is for one second. Still another fact why 
wheat shoufd be sold in the estimetion of 
saplent speculation, is that foreign markets 


do not keep on climbing on and up in price, 


whether the markets on this side are weak 
or not. 
* * 

The strength that is possessed by foreign 
markets, the continuance of the foreign buy- 
ing on this side and their Oliver Twist de- 
mand for more, indicates how bullishly the 
situation is viewed on the other side. There 
is no doubt now of the shortage in the 
Russian crops, which makes five exporting 
countries with large, or considerably re- 
duced yields—the United States (Orange 
Judd Farmer and Cincinnati Price Current 
to the contrary), Russia, India, Argentina 
and Australia. It appears more and more 

robable that final returns will bear out the 

ost-Dispatch estimate that the world’s 
érop will be 200,000,000 bu less than last year. 
That enormous deficit, together with the re- 
duced European supplies, means much high- 
er prices eventually, even if wheat has to 
bull itself, which it looks very much would 
have to be the case. f 


The spring wheat movement to market 
should shortly enlarge, but it is hardly prob- 
able it will compare with that of a year ago, 
or even of two years ago. It has not so far 
and with the shortened crop in the North- 
west, there can hardly be such a pressure 
upon the market as there was the two pre- 
ceding years. Receipts of 2,364,000 bu winter 
wheat at Western markets this t week 
show no falling off, but an ingrease, as 
compared with 2,001,000 bu the week previous 
and far exceeded the 1,067,000 bu for corres- 
ponding week last year, but at St. Louis 
there has been a falling off that promises to 
show more decidedly from now on. This 

st week 621,000 bu arrived here, against 

49,000 bu the week before, thous larger 
than the 303,500 bu for same week last year. 


It is not strange to see receipts drop off 
at St. Louis, as they generally do at this 
season of the year, but to see the outside 
milling demand for wheat call for supplies 
from this market in increasing proportiogs 
is something really unusual. That is what 
is being done, however. With this is the 
local pee | requirements, which show an 
activity and breadth that cleans up daily 
offerings of the descriptions wanted at 
strong prices, even when futures are most 
depressed. There is now nearly 4,000,000 
bu in public and a stock here, but a 
continuance of this milling demand will 
soon begin to cut into this even if exporters 
do not take any more than they do. Yes- 
4 Ag rates on cash grades were 7 ~ 
for No. 2 red, 53%c 1 for No. 8 red, 47c 
for No. 4 winter, 5144c for No. 2 hard, 47%c 
for No. 3 hard and c for No. 4 hard. 


There is nothing in sight to bull corn on. 
Most the big crop is secured and now being 
cut. Frosts could do little damage, ahd: 
then only to the quality of a comparatively 
small portion of the crop. Added to at least 
2,100,000,000 bu raised t year, is a large 
amount back in the country of last year’s 
large crop, and there is not the demand 
usually existing. Foreign requirements have 
continued heavy, but Argentine and Danub- 
ian corn is now said to be selling abroad for 
less than the American product, low ae it is 
in price. Domestic requirements—feeding 
end manufacturing—have decreaged, instead 
of increasing at the cheap prices. A boon 
in wheat might help corn a little, but wheat 
could no more lift corn up materially in 
value any more than corn could hold weet 
down, if the bullish conditions that actually 
exist in the higher-priced cereal finally got 
their work in. The close of yesterday was 
at the lowest prices yet touched, and worse 
than that, with sellers at these prices— 
19%c for December and 20%c for May.

MONEY MARKET, 
NOT AFFECTED. 


GOLD IMPORTATIONS NOT FELT 
IN FINANCIAL CIRCLES. 


CALL MONEY FLUCTUATED. 


The Week’s Stock Market Has Im- 
proved, Both in Activity 
and Tone. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Excluding the in- 
fluence of politics, the financial situation is 
improving and obtains more general recog- 
nition. The import movement of gold, 
which is natural at this season is now in 
full force, and there has been shipped to 
this country and is under contract for ship- 
ment here, gold to the amount of over 


The money market, except in its call 
loan division, has been little affected as yet 
dy the import movement in gold, of which 
so far only a small proportion has arrived. 
During the week money on call in the 
Stock Exchange has been quoted as high 
as 15 per cent, and as low as 3 per cent. 
These are the extreme rates and fair quo- 
tation for the greater part of the money 
loaned would be from 6 to 8 per cent. Money 
lenders are averse to putting out their funds 
in the shape of time loans, and their unwill- 
ingness in this respect is apparent in the 


for commercial paper. 

To some extent the remaining uncertain- 
ty in regard to the election may account’ 
for this, but a nearer explanation may be 
found in the statistical condition of the 
banks. The steady shrinkage which has 
been going on in their deposits, coming at a 
time when they are called upon to send 
large amounts of currency to their South- 
ern and Western correspondents for crop 
purposes, has seriously restricted their 
resources. 

The first week of September is always 
a trying period for the New York banks, 
and this year it has proved exceptionally 
so, but it is believed from this time on the 
strain will slacken, the arrival of gold now 
in transit will contribute largely to this end, 
and when the movement of the country's 
crops is well under way, there will be less 
demand for currency from these points. 
It is encouraging that thus far the banks 
have been able to conduct their business 
without resort to Clearing-house loan cer- 
tificates. 

The week’s stock market has shown an 
improving tendency both in activity and 
tone. The trading continues largely pro- 
fessional, but the better signs noted in the 
investments made indicate that the traders 
may not long have the monopoly of the 
dealings. Foreign operations have been on 
a limited scale, and their effect has been 
rather negative. The depression in trade 
is also telling on railroad earnings, which 
are generally showing unfavorable compar- 
ison with last year’s returns, although it 
should be recalled that that was a particu- 
larly favorable period for the business of 
transportation. A considerable number of 
corporations will act on their fall dividends 
during the next fortnight. All of the pend- 
ing plans of reorganization of the bankrupt 
properties have been practically concluded 
and work is likely to be deferred on the 
other cases until after the elections. 


A SHARP ADVANCE. 


An Early Demand for Crop Moving 
Funds Makes Tight Money. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—The Post says: 

Beginning with fractionally higher for- 
eign prices—for London’s judgment seems to 
be somewhat fluctuating—the market ad- 
vanced decidedly to-day. Trading could 
not be described as heavy, the sharp re- 
coveries being quite as much attributable 
to unwillingness of holders to sell except at 
a material profit. This is a confirmation of 
the view held by conservative judges nearly 
a month ago, that stocks sold during the 


last collapse in prices went into stronger 
hands than usual. 

The shipment of currency west and south 
to move the crops, always a normal factor 
in autumn money market and connected 
closely with the movement of foreign ex- 
change, ‘continues heavy. Returns of the 
leading New York banks snow the present 
week's net remittances to aggregate 32. 
639,000. For the present season, this is as 
yet the largest outward movement. It is 
also the largest outgo, for this week, of 
any year since 1891. Last year, it will be 
remembered, shipment of currency to inter- 
ior points did not grow large until the first 
week of October. Then it was heavy 
enough to harden the New York discount 
market, depress foreign exchange, and put 
a stop, during six weeks to the continuous 
export gold of Europe. 

ere all conditions this year parallel with 
last, a somewhat similar experience might 
be anticipated. But conditions, aside from 
politics, happen to be very different.

BLACK SHEEP OF THE FLOCK. 


A Man of Good Family, He Had Blect- 
ed to Lead a Life of Dis- 


: sipation.

John B. Wright, generally known as 
“Jack,” the black sheep of a respectable 
and wealthy family, entered the flat at 28 
South Beaumont siteet at midnight Friday 
considerably under the influence of liquor. 

Save for his presence the place was de- 
serted. The night was windy and chill, 
and he was despondent. 

His fricnd, Gecrge Massey, and his wife, 
who rent the flat, were away on a fishirg 
expedition, Tue blonde young woman with 
whom Wright had been living had left him 


and returned to Kansas City. 

From the ‘tenor of one of her notes, found 
in his trunk, it would seem that she left 
him in a fit of jealous anger. 

Those things preyed upon Jack's mind. 
Besides, he had been drinking for several 
days and the continued strain had dispirited 
hi 


m. 

He was a big, whole-souled fellow, the 
father of a family, but he was weak, and 
the burden of living seemed greater than 
he could bear. 

He siudied the matter in a maudlin way 
and then took a piece of manilla paper anda 
lead pencil and wrote a note to his mother 
and brothers, asking them to forgive him 
for the means he was about to take of end- 
9 his troubles. 

hen he waiked down stairs in his shirt 
sleeves, emerged into the darkness of the 
night, placed a revolver to his right ear 
and sent a bullet crashing into his brain. 

He fell dead in the recess between the top 

step and the front door. The neighbors 
heard the shot and looked out. They saw 
nothing and retired. 
When the gray streaks of dawn were 
Stealing across the housetops yesterday 
morning Benjamin Rassfield, an ice dealer 
of 2828 Adams street, while driving past 233 
South Beaumont street, saw a man’s’ foot 
protruding from the doorway. 

On the threshhold was blood. 

Rassfield dismounted from his cart and 
found a man lying in a pool of coagulated 
blood. On his clothing and the steps Were 
large quantities of vomit. 

It was John B. Wright, dead by his own 


and. 

Rassfield hastily notified the police and 
the body was removed to the Morgue. 

In his last moments he had thoughtof his 
aged mother, for whom he had botight a 
present on the occasion of her last birth- 
day. His final message was: 

‘Send word to J. P. Wright, 2825 Pine 
street. He is my brother. Be careful and 
don’t wake my mother. She lives there.“ 

The same thoughtfulness and gentle- 
manly instinct that.prompted him to guard 
his mother against a sudden shock were 
manifested in Wright's selection of a place 
to die. He didn’t want to spoil his friend’s 
carpets, so he went outside. 

Though nominally secretary of the Simp- 
kins Manufacturing Co. at 718 Chestnut 
street, Wright was really a bookmaker, and 
for several years had been a frequenter of 
the various race tracks. 

His wife and three children are in Pierce 
City, Mo., and he has practically lived 
apart from them ever since he became a 
bookmaker, although he sent them a month- 
ly allowance and yisited them frequently. 

In his pocket was found an affectionate 

letter from his wife, chiding him gently for 
the brevity of his correspondence with her, 
but speaking in fond terms of the eleventh 
anniversary of their marriage, only re- 
cently passed. 
It may be that his associations with the 
blonde — woman, who was known as 
Leta, served to weaken ais affection for 
his wife, and when Leta tired of her con- 
tract, his mind reverted to his family, who 
were ignorant of his conduct, and in a 
moment of chagrin and remorse he decided 
to end the muddle with a pistol ball. 

His widow is still in Pierce City. His 
body was shipped to tbat om last night 
by Undertaker George N. Lynch. 

Jack Wright was a brother of Joseph P. 
and Frank L. Wright, wealthy carriage 
manufacturers, of 2825 Pine strect. 

He was on good terms with them, from 
all accounts, but they profess to know little 
of his personal habits or of his place of 
residence. 

A year ago he lived at the Laclede Hotel, 
but he left there and moved west, and it 
is supposed that his relations with the mys- 
terious Leta commenced about that time. 

Jack“ weet was a big fellow with a 
smooth, round face and a countenance indi- 
cating a love of pleasure rather than of 
Work. He was well known in sporting ciz- 
cles on account of his connection with va- 
rious race tracks, and was a familiar fig- 
ure around the saloons, especially along the 
Une of Jefferson avenue. 

He was a big, good-natured fellow, with 
a superabundance of animal spirits, and ap- 

arently always jolly—so jolly, in fact, that 

t was difficult for his closest friends to 
tell when he was affected by liquor. 

He looked in every respect the character 
of the good fellow’’ that he was—too 
“good” for his own benefit, and with not 
enough will power to resist the allure- 
ments of a life of pleasure, 

He was the black sheep of the 
family, but for the sake of his 
mother and because he was the youngest 
son, his brothers bore with his failings. and 
ettempted to establish him in business and 
give him a show of solidity by obtaining 
him a place as secretary ofthe Simpkins 
Manufacturing Co. Their effort to reform 
him was futile. 

He married before he was of age and 
about ten years ago moved to Pierce City, 
Mo., where he engaged in the dry goods 
business, Failing in that, he returned to St. 
Louis, leaving his wife in Piérce City, and 
soon afterwards commenced to follow the 
race tracks and became a bookmaker. He 
worked at all the tracks, with the usual 
varying degrees of success, but upon the 


frequent trips to see her, in connection 


Whenever he mentioned her to his friends, 
he spoke of her in an affectionate manner, 
and it is said that he sent her a certain 
amount each month for her maintenance. 

Just why Wright did not bring his family 
to St. Louis is a question that his friends 
are unable to answer.

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NO MONEY FOR NEW WASHING 
TON UNIVERSITY. 


CHANCELLOR CHAPLIN TALKS. 


Changes in the Faculty and Other 
News About the Big Educa- 
tional Institution. > 


Chancellor W. 8. Chaplin of Washington 
University has returned from the coast of 
Maine, where be spent his vacation. He 


‘was in his office all day yesterday clearing 


away the mass of letters which had accu- 
mulated on his desk. 

At the commencement exercises in June 
he spread the glad news that the university 
had finally ucquired title to the proposed 
site of the new college buildings. During 
the summer many inquiries were made by 


persons interested in the university as to 


when the work of construction would be- 


gin. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on 
Chancellor Chaplin yesterday to learn what 
were the plang of the trustees for the new 
university. 

„Nothing will be done until after the elec- 
tion,” the Chancellor said, in answer to a 
question about the removal. “Business is 
slow and unsettled, as is always the case 
just prior to a presidential election. We 
cannot hope to raise funds for new build- 
ings under present conditions. 

“As I announced at the commencement 
exercises in June the University purchased 
the tract upon which it had an option. 
comprises 103 acres and lies along the west 
side of Skinker road, the western city limits, 
and slightly north of Forest Park. It is 
nearly a@ perfect oblong in shape. 

The price of the l was $200,000. That 
sum was raised by subscription last spring. 
The Board of Trustees made a diligent can- 
vass of the friends of the university, and 
Succeeded in obtaining the purchase price. 
The university has no money that can be 
used for new buildings. The Russell Insti- 
tute Fund, which wae turned over to the 
university by order of the Circuit Court a 
few months ago, might be used for building, 
but the university officials do not deem it 
wise to devote the fund to that purpose. It 
now amounts to 130,000, and it has been 
added to the income-producing endowment 
fund of the university. 

The income-producing endowment fund 
amounts in All to $700,000, but none of it will 
be used for the new buildings. It is not 
large enough to produce sufficient revenue 
to pay the increased expenses of the new 
university. Hence when the present coll 
buildings at Seventeenth street and Wash- 
ington avenue are geld, the proceeds will 
be added to the endowment fund. Some per- 
sons have su that the new buildings 
could be put up with the money obtained 
from the sale of the old buildings. That is 
a mistake. That money must go into the 
endowment fund in order to increase the 
income. I gu pone the buildi in the block 
between St. és street and Washington 
avenue, Seventeenth and Bighteenth streets, 
will bring about $300,000. 

“As neither the present funds of the Uni- 
versity nor the proceeds of the sale of the 
Washington avenue propert 
for the new buildings, it becom p 
that a special fund will have to be raised. 
As that will take time and labor, I cannot 
foretell when work will begin. 

“I estimate that the college buildings on 
the new site will cost between $450, and 

„000, but we can move from our present 

location before all the bulldings are com- 
pleted. 
“Only the college or undergraduate and 
scientific departments will be located on the 
Forest Park tract. We expect to have 
dormitories there for the students and 
dwellings for the professors. The schools 
of the University, that is, Manual Training 
School and Smith Academy, will not be 
located with the college buildings, because 
the university officials do not consider it 
wise to have preparatory pupils and college 
students made subject to the same general 
system of discipline. It does not work well, 
and yet it is a necessity when all are to- 
gether on the same premises. 

“The Manual Training and the Smith will 
be moved west eventually, but they will 
Always remain well within the city. 

The other departments of the university 
—namely, the law school, medical and den- 
tal colleges, Mary Institute and art school 
—will remain where they are. None of 
them will be moved to the new university 
grounds. 

We have not prepared plans for the new 
buildings. Olmstead, the landscape archi- 
tect who laid out the World’s Fair grounds, 
and is forming an addition to Shaw’s Gar- 
den, examined the tract before it was pur- 
chased to see whether it was suitable for 
university purposes. He said it was, and 
drew a sketch to how how the buildings 
might be located. That sketch is not final.“ 

Chancellor Chaplin is full of matters of 
2 concern to university students and 
their friends. 

The military department will be abolished 
this year. No more will the boys of the 
University march, drill and promenade in 
their natty gray uniforms. They will stack 
their arms to shoulder them no more as 
boy soldiers, and Lieut. Hancock, U. S. A. 
will return to. his regiment unless Uncle 
Sam decides to send him te some other 
college. 

Chancellor Chaplin says that when the 
military department was established, five 
years ago, the boys and their parents took a 
deep interest in it. It was a novelty and 
attendance at drills was good. But latterly 
neither the boys nor their parents have 
shown a satisfactory martial spirit, and 
hence, the chancellor says, the abolition of 
the military department has been decided 
upon. 

There have been many changes among the 
professorships in the various departments 
of the university. Prof. James Main Dix- 
on, for three years professor of English 
literature in Washington University, is 
now in Scotland seeking the chair of belles 
letters in St. Andrew’s University. He 
has au excellent prospect of success, It is 
not known who will gét his place in Wash- 
ington University. 

Mr. Henty R. Hatfield, an instructor in 
Washington University, will spend the 
coming scholastic year in study in Caicago 
University. He will be succeeded by Mr. 
Stuart, a graduate of the Chicago Uni- 
versity. 

Prof. Heller, who has been studying at the 
Chicago University during the summer, Wil 
remain there for the coming season. 

Miss Cole, who has been a teacher in Mary 
Institute for twenty-five years, das re- 
signed, and Miss Anna Branch will take 
her place. Miss Alice Martin has been 
appointed instructor in calisthenics in Mary

THE ACCIDENTAL KILLING OF 
YOUNG CROZIER 

MANY SIMILAR AFFAIRS. 


Last month Temple E. Crozier, a promis- 
ing young actor, was killed by a dagger in 
a scene in which he was supposed to be 
killed in the play. Of course, it was an ac- 
cident, but the audience had no idea that 
a real tragedy was being enacted before 
their eyes, and they warmly applauded the 
“realism’’ of the climax. 

There have been many accidents of like 
character, fatal and otherwise. 

Besides the stage people who have been 
sent to their graves by unlucky thrusts or 
shots, every old actor can show scars or 
tell of narrow escapes.

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DOWN A FIFTY-MILE LUMBER FLUME IN CALIFORNIA.

In Northern California is a flume sixty- 
four miles long—the longest in the world. 
It cost $460,000 to build it, and as lumber 
is eheap there, that item was a minor con- 
sideration. As flumes are intended for 
floating logs only, they are not made as 
solid as would be required if passengers 
were to be carried. Yet they are quite sub- 
stantial, for a break-down means a large 
loss of logs and time and the cost of ~ 
ing repairs. ‘ 

The boats in which adventurous men oc- 
casionally make the descent of the flumes, 
or “shoot the chutes,” are of cheap con- 
struction, made V-shaped to fit into the 
flumes. Boards nailed across serve as 


seats. 

In Fresno County, Cal., is a flume 52 miles 
long. It takes the necessary water from 
Stephenson Creek, a reservoir being built in 
the mountains to hold the water until it 
is needed to fill the flume. A thrilling trip 
down this flume was recently made by 
four men, one of whom has described the

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In the year 1638 the mouth of one of the 
fiords on the Coast of Norway, near the 
Loffoden Islands, was blocked up for a 
month by the bedy of some huge marine 
animal that had drifted in from the sea. 
The stench was tremendous, and the su- 
perstitious fishermen of the neighborhood 
were afraid to make an examination until 
a great storm had cleared the channel, and 
then all vestige of the marine monster had

‘Bishop Pontoppidan, a learned Swede, 
came to the place a month after, says the 
Philadelphia Times, and made à careful 
investigation. Questioning all the fisher- 
men who had witnessed this singular oecur- 
rence, all agreed that at long intervals 
there appeared in the Northern Seas a huge 
marine animal or fish that most of them 
had seen, but none could tell anything of 
its habits. Its presence was always known 
by the sudden coming of great shoals of 
Ash, especially cod, that could be seen a 
quarter of a mile away.

It Actually Lifts the Feet and Saves 
the Wearer From Fatigue. 


A spring heel attachment for shoes to ald 
in walking is one of the latest devices for 
the comfort of pedestrians, 

With this attachment the effort of lifting 
one's foot is practically reduced to a mini- 


mum. The spring actually lifts the foot, 
and the pedestrian does the rest. 

Dr. George E. Sewan is the inventor and 
patentee of this curious device, which is 
nothing but a stiff strip of steel about an 
inch in width and some three inches long, 
It is first bent double and one end turned 
upward over the other end, so as to fit it 
closely to the edge of the heel of the shoe. 

The spring is screwed to the heel of any 
ordinary shoe, and once in place it gives 
a spring to the step, which is of great 
assistance in walking or running. The idea 
is taken from the natural action of the 
muscles of the foot, which are familiar to 
everybody who has ever tried to run with- 
out touching the heel to the ground. 

The weight of the body forces the spring 
close to the heel, and as the step is taken
